lug communication under the sea by 
them. 
But today experience 
has taught 
us bo much that the 
work 
of putting 
down a cable has become comparative 
ly simple and sure, and It Is expected 
that there will be no hitch In putting 
down the long wire strand between 
Ho 
nolulu 
and San Francisco. 
A 
cable 
ship cannot steam along and 
let 
its 
cable pay out to suit Itself. 
The course 
over which It 
Is laid

ways, both during and after Its manu 
factor. 
Should 
a break occur after the 
Pa- 
cific cable has been finished it will not 
be a yery hard matter to find the two 
ends of it and repair it for Its exact 
location will 
be 
recorded. 
Accurate 
observations of Its latitude and longi- - 
tltude are to be made as It is laid. 
In the Atlantic the cable companies 
have 
learned 
from 
experience 
that 
breaks occur on an average 
once 
or 
twice a year, and for this reason every 
care must 
be 
exercised 
In 
keeping 
track 
of the location of the cable on 
the ocean's bottom In order that the 
break may be 
found 
quickly and 
re-p- al 
reJ. 
It will take the cable ship a couple 
of days after being sighted to complete 
the laying of the cable into Honolulu

I visited the volcano 
on Hawaii, called 
Kllauea,

The Colonla 
Is laying the new Pacific

Ke Au llou as that of n 
sailor who has been employed

steamer and who

"Charley No. 4." 
When the steamer Ke Au Hou came 
Into port on Saturday 
this sailor left 
the vessel 
nnd was seen late Saturday 
evening In an uptown 
saloon 
ririnklng. 
This was the last that wan seen of him 
until 
his 
body 
was 
found. 
It was at 
flrst sunnlsiti 
that he tried to find the 


Inter-Islan-d 
whnrf later In the evening 
nnd thnt he may have walked from the 
Ksplannde right over the roadway Into 
one of the 
Inter-Islan-d 
docks 
but this 
theory was later disproved by the find- 
ing of the man's coat nnd hat on the 
steamer, Indicating that he had boarded 
the vessel and pcrhnps Inter fell 
over-boar- d 
while 
going out on deck 
to get 
water to wise 
his thirst. 
The company 
employs 
a watchman 
who spends
